"THE Minifters and Elders, feveral Members of 


¢ Town Council, the Members of the different Incorporations, 
and the far greater part of the Inhabitants in the town and parith of 
Brechin, members of the eftablifhed Church, being met together this 
ay in the church of Brechin, and taking under their confideration the 
fign now on foot for an application te Parliament, in order to pro- 
cure a repeal-of the a€t'1712, refloring Patronages, are unanimoufly of 
opinion, That fuch*an application is highly, reafonable and neceffary ; 
aad they ‘refolve to concur with and fopport it; and they embrace this 
opportunity of declaring to the world their fentiments and refolutions. 

We confider every Chriftian congregation as having un unquettionable 
right to call or chufe their own Paftors, at leaft to be confulted in their 
choice and nomination: We confider this as a right inherent in fociety, 
and enforced and ratificd by the pro€tice of the primitive and Apoftolic 
Church, 

We look on Pztronages to be deftrudive of the ¢ffential and unalien- 
able rights of Chyittian congregations, without warrant of authority ia 
the New “Veftamcnt, unheard of and nakrown in the days of the Ape- 
files, atid even for fome centurics after Chriftianity had become the e- 
flablithed rel'gion in the Roman empire—the produétion of the darkeft 
and molt corrupt ages of the Church—the native offspring and growth 
of Popery. 

The tearing and dividing the Church, the introdugtion of an impious, 
iNiterate, and worthlefs Clergy isto her bofom, and the giving occafion 
aad encouragement to a train of the mott diferacefal Smonaical tranf- 
etti ns, are the mifchievous and Jamentable confequences which Patro- 
nages tend, fn their own natere, to produce, and which have conftant- 
ly and invariably followed from them, ever fiace their commencement, 
and in every age and period in which they have taken place. 

‘An applicatién’to’ Parliament, by the body of the people, in the dif- 
ferent parilhes of Scotland,, for.a.ccpeal of the act 4712, appears to us 

peculfarly neceflary and ‘proper at the prefent juadture, becavie the mif- 
ehievons confequences of Patronages are every day more feverely and 
heavily felt f that the ruin, of the ¢{tablifhed Church muff be inevi- 
table; if this grievance is not quickly. redre fed. 

At the firme’ time, it is certain we have net the faralleft ground to 

2 expet, that faich'an application will be made by ovr General Aflem- 
hlies : if it is made at afl, it mutt be by the body of the people. If 
fueh an application fhall be made by a majority of parithes, and proper- 
ly conduéted, we are not without hopes of its being fuecefsful. 

"Phe following are finie of the grounds on whieh our expedtations are 
founded : 

In the f,? place, the people in the different parithes are the perfons 
principally-concerned, Tt isthe body ofthe people who attend on our 
Ghurches, and on the ordinances of the, Gofpel there difpenfed. It is 
their particular intereft to have a Minifter fettled among them to theis 
liking, and by whom they may-be elified. According to the glorious 
Claim of Right, Scotland’s’ Mogna Charta, the pooreft cottager has as 
goed a title to ‘apply; tp Parliament for the redrefs of a grievance as 
thofe of the highe rank: A cireumftance which, we flatter ourfelves, 
the Britih Legiflature will never ovcrlock and difregard ia any inftance, 
or on any ocealion+ 

In the wext place; the civil liberty, as well as religious privileges of 
the people, are etidently concerned in the prefent caie. ‘The people 
of Scotland, in their’ intended application, will no doubt infift, as our 
General Affemblies have often done in the better days of the Church, 
What the reftoring Patrofages in 1712 was the violation of an exprefs 
asticle of the Union—a bare*faccd encroachment on .onr civil. liberty.
